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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Andover  Rural  District  Council 


Kr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year  1969. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  increased  by  200,  to  21,260.  The 
natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  was  232. 

There  were  no  significant  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  in  1969.  The 
vaccination  campaign  against  measles  continued  but  unfortunately  had  to  be 
seriously  curtailed  because  of  reported  cases  of  severe  reactions  from  one 
supply  which  was  withdrawn.  The  number  of  cases  of  measles  reported,  however, 
continues  to  decline.  Vaccinations  were  commenced  again  in  1970  end  it  is 
to  be  hoped  the  decline  will  continue. 

A vaccine  against  German  measles  has  been  produced  and  it  is  hoped  to 
commence  protecting  young  girls  in  1970. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  during  the  year,  and  I should  like  to  thank 
the  . Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  his  and  my  departments 
for  their  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

Diseases  of  the  heart  accounted  for  49  deaths  or  34*0$  of  all  deaths. 

Ischaemic  Heart  Disease,  with  31  deaths,  caused  21.5$  of  all  deaths. 

If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
(including  cerebro-vascular  lesions)  are  combined,  a figure  of  73  deaths  is 
arrived  at  - this  is  50.7$  of  all  deaths. 

Cancer  ca.used  25  deaths,  i.e.  17.4$  of  the  total.  Of  these,  7 were 
caused  by  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  i.e.  23.0$  of  deaths  due  to  cancer 
were  caused  by  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under 
40  years  of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (Sabin)  type  vaccine 
which  is  easier  to  administer,  especially  to  children.  It  is  important  to 
ensure  that  the  highest  possible  acceptance  rate,  especially  among  young 
children,  is  maintained.

Ileasles  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  measles  began  in  April  1963,  and  was  confined  to 
children  under  7 years.  In  November  1963  this  was  extended  to  children  up 
to  15  years  of  age. 

Unfortunately  in  March  1969,  owing  to  severe  reactions  occurring,  all 
of  one  manufacturer 1 s supply  was  withdrawn  and  the  measles  vaccination 
campaign  was  seriously  curtailed.  Supplies  were  in  short  supply  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year.

Diphtheria-  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Gough  Vaccination 

The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen,  which  contains  antigens 
of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  reduces  the  number  of  injections 
necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when  the  infant  is  about  three  months 
old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a single  vaccine,  produce  a greater 
protection  to  each  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately.

An  additional  licence  was  granted  during  the  year  for  a Boarding 
Establishment  at  the  western  corner  of  the  district.  This  involved 
the  conversion  of  existing  stables  and  on  completion  will  be 
capable  of  housing  104  dogs  in  addition  to  cats  and  domestic  pets.

There  appears  to  have  been  a steady  decline  over  the  past  few 
years  in  the  number  of  caravan  owners  making  inquiries  for  residential 
sites  for  vans  and  it  has  been  noted  for  the  first  time  that  empty 
pitches  are  appearing  on  sites.  It  would  seem  that  the  number  of 
licensed  sites  in  this  area  is  almost  sufficient  for  the  present  demand. 
The  position  with  regard  to  site  licences  is  unchanged  from  last  year.

During  the  year,  75  additional  properties  have  been  connected  to 
the  main  supply.

During  the  Easter  Holiday  vandals  broke  into  the  Cholderton 
Water  Company  which  supplies  the  domestic  water  to  the  Western  part  of 
the  district  together  with  part  of  Amesbury  Rural  District  area,  and 
poured  a drum  of  diesel  oil  and  other  materials  directly  into  the  well 
head.  This  oil  was  pumped  into  the  main  storage  reservoir,  and  it  was 
several  weeks  before  all  signs  had  gone.  Fortunately  the  holding  time 
was  sufficient  to  allow  the  oil  to  settle  on  the  surface  and  during 
continual  sampling  only  a slight  trace  was  detectable.

154  samples  of  milk  were  collected  from  schools  and  roundsmen 
within  the  district  and  submitted  for  examination^  of  this  number  17  did 
not  comply  with  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  test.  The  majority  of 
failures  involved  milk  delivered  to  schools  by  cne  dealer  and  it  would 
appear  that  the  possibility  of  his  receiving  stale  milk  from  the  Dairy 
could  not  be  ruled  out.  Ail  formal  samples  taken  from  the  Dealer  were, 
however,  satisfactory  and,  therefore,  no  statutory  a.ction  was  possible* 

Ice  Cream  - Retail  Premises 


Two  additional  registrations  were  granted  during  the  year  bringing 
the  total  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  to  66. 
As  in  previous  years  only  pre-packed  proprietory  brands  were  sold.

Following  the  preliminary  survey  under  the  Housing  Act,  more 
detailed  inspections  have  been  carried  out  where  necessary.  The  Owners 
of  the  properties  which  fell  short  of  the  standard  of  fitness  had 
been  interviewed  and.  through  persuasion  maiy  have  improved  their 
premises,  some  with  the  aid  of  an  Improvement  Grant.  It  had  only  been 
necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  16  on  a few  individual  houses 
that  were  beyond  repair  and  no  notices  were  served  under  Section  9. 
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OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 


Although  only  eight  specific  visits  were  made  under  the  Act, 
almost  all  the  premises  registered  were  visited  during  the  year, 
mostly  in  conjunction  with  visits  under  other  legislation. 

Very  few  infringements  were  found  and  these  of  a very  minor 
character  which  were  rectified  without  recourse  to  official  action. 


PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT  1928 

All  petroleum  installations  were  inspected  during  the  year  and 
several  installations  had  to  be  overhauled  and  improved  to  reach  the 
required  standard.  One  garage  in  the  district  became  a victim  of  road 
improvements  and  had  to  close  due  to  fall  in  sales  and  a private 
installation  was  transferred  to  diesel  fuel. 

Self  service  pumps  in  this  area  wok  still  limited  to  two  coin 
operated  pumps  and  no  troubles  had  been  experienced  in  their  use. 

The  total  licensed  capacity  in  this  district  now  stands  at 
128,920  gallons. 

B.A.R.C.  at  Thruxton  Circuit  hold  a licence  for  6,000  gallons. 

This  is  not  a permanent  installation  but  covers  petrol  bowsers  at  race 
meetings.  The  petroleum  arrangements  at  one  meeting  during  the  year  were 
not  entirely  satisfactory  due  to  excess  handling  of  petrol  on  catwalks 
over  the  pits.  It  is  hoped  that  a more  satisfactory  method  of 
dispensing  petrol  can  be  found  for  the  1970  season. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  spring  of  1969  was  comparatively  quiet  in  the  field  of  Rodent 
Control.  However,  following  the  long  dry  summer  and  early  harvesting, 
rat  complaints  started  reaching-  the  office  early  in  October  and  gradually 
reached  a peak  midway  through  December. 

There  was  an  increase  of  107  treatments  over  tile  1968  figures  but 
it  was  very  satisfying  to  note  the  policy  of  surveying  all  known  ’black- 
spots'  at  least  twice  a year  resulted  in  a reduction  of  major 
infestations.  The  total  quantity  of  bait  used  during-  the  year  was  38  cwts 
Barley  Meal  and  2 cwts  Warfarin  No.  5. 
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No  instance  of  warfarin  resistance  was  experienced  during  the  year, 
although  members  of  the  public  still  complain  that  warfarin  does  not  kill. 
This  is  usually  due  to  insufficient  bait  being  put  down  and  also  confusion 
with  acute  poisons. 

A test  baiting  treatment  of  all  Council  Housing  Estates  drainage 
systems  was  carried  out  without  finding  any  infestations.  These  sewer 
systems  all  connect  to  small  disposal  plants  around  which  occasional 
infestations  are  found. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  196A 

An  application  was  received  from  an  itinerant  dealer  to  be 
registered  under  this  Act.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  dealers 
registered  under  this  Act  to  five. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE  AND  HEAT  INSPECTION 


The  throughput  of  animals  at  the  Slaughterhouse  varied  very  little 
from  I960  and  the  incidence  of  disease  detected  during  the  year  was 
also  similar. 

Certain  improvements  were  carried  out  including  the  relaying  of  the 
floor  in  the  slaughter hall  and  the  completion  of  a new  refrigerator 
including  an  area  for  deep  freezing. 


THE  HEAT  (STERILIZATION)  REGULATIONS „ 1969 

The  above  regulations  which  became  operative  on  the  1st  November 
require  all  meat  from  Knackers  lards  to  be  sterilized.  The  occupier  of 
the  Knackers  Yard  at  Appleshaw  installed  an  electrically  operated 
sterilizer  for  this  purpose.  Samples  of  meat  both  before  and  after 
sterilization  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  it  was 
shown  that  the  method  employed  resulted  in  a completely  sterile  end 
product.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


A further  7 houses  were  connected  to  the  main  sewer  in 
Hurstbourne  Tarrant  and  Longparish  bringing  the  total  number  of 
properties  now  connected  to  112. 

A further  7 houses  were  connected  in  Abbotts  Ann  and  Upper 
Clatford  making  the  total  number  of  properties  now  147. 

The  Pillhill  Sewerage  Scheme  designed  to  serve  the  western 
Perishes  is  still  awaiting  approved,  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  before  any  further  action  can  be  taken. 

Because  of  the  difficulties  in  treating  the  sewage  at  Shipton 
Bellinger  due  to  the  high  flows  received  from  the  laundry  the  Engineer's 
Department  prepared  plans  for  the  extension  and  alterations  to  the 
existing  works.  This  contract  will  be  commencing  in  March,  1970. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  continuud  throughout  the 
year.  The  Council  agreed  to  investigate  the  possibility  of 
operating  an  incentive  scheme  for  the  workmen  concerned.  This  was 
worked  out  by  the  Engineer's  Department  which  was  agreeable  to  the  men 
and  was  put  into  operation  during  the  year. 

The  Council  agreed  to  the  instaJLlation  of  a pulveriser  on  their 
site  at  West  Down,  Chilbolton.  The  equipment  favoured  was  a 'Wakefield' 
Pulveriser  supplied  by  British  Jeffrey  Diamond  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
tile  plant  was  almost  ready  for  use. 

The  cesspool  and  septic  tank  emptying  service  operated  throughout 
the  year,  there  being  364  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  emptied  as 
compared  with  8$6  in  the  previous  year.
